TW = Twist 2 - knit 
into front of 2nd st on 
left-hand needle, then 
into front of first st, 
slipping both sts off 
needle tog.

Using S.OOnnm needles, cast 
on 97 (107) sts. 

Row 1: K2, * PI, Kl, rep from 

* to last st, Kl. 

Row 2: Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from 

* to end. 

Rep last 2 rows once, then 
1st row once. 

Row 6: Rib 2, (MIP, rib 2) 

10 (O)times, (MIP, rib3)25 
(35) times. 132 (142) sts. 

Beg Twisted Rib Patt 

Row 1: * P3, TW, rep from * 
to last 2 sts, P2. 

Row 2: K2, * P2, K3, rep from 

* to end. 

Last 2 rows form Twisted Rib 
patt. 

Cont in patt until Beanie 
measures 14 (17) cm from 
beg, ending with a 2nd row. 

Shape Crown 

Row 1: * PI, P2tog, TW, rep 
from * to last 2 sts, P2. 106 
(114) sts. 

Row 2: K2, * P2, K2, rep from 



* to end. 

Row 3: P2,*TW, P2, rep 
from * to end. 

Row 4: As row 2. 

Rep rows 3 and 4 once. 

Row 7: P2, * TW, P2tog, rep 
from * to end. 80 (86) sts. 
Row 8: Kl, * P2, Kl, rep from 

* to last st, Kl. 

Row 9: P2, * TW, PI, rep from 

* to end. 

Row 10: As row 8. 

Rep rows 9 and 10 once. 

Row 13: * K2tog, rep from * 
to end. 40 (43) sts. 

Break off yarn, thread end 
through rem sts, draw 
up tightly and fasten off 
securely. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. Join side edges 
together to form back seam. 
Using small pom-pom maker 
or two circles of cardboard 
7cm in diameter with a 3cm 
hole in centre, make a pom- 
pom and attach securely to 
crown.

Row 1: P2, * (Kl, Kltbl) 
twice into next st, P2, Kl, 

P2, rep from * to last 3 sts, 
(Kl, Kltbl) twice into next 
st, P2. 

Row 2: * K2, (Kl wrapping 
yarn twice around needle for 
each st) 4 times, K2, PI, rep 
from * to last 8 sts, K2, (Kl 
wrapping yarn twice around 
needle for each st) 4 times, 
K2. 

Row 3: P2, * K4 (dropping 
extra loop for each st off 
needle), P2, Kl, P2, rep from 
* to last 6 sts, K4 (dropping 
extra loop for each st off 
needle), P2. 

Rep last 2 rows once. 

Row 6: * K2, P4tog, K2, PI, 
rep from * to last 8 sts, K2, 
P4tog, K2. 41 sts. 

Row 7: P2, * Kl, P2, (Kl, 
Kltbl) twice into next st, 

P2, rep from * to last 3 sts, 
Kl, P2. 



Row 8: * K2, PI, K2, (Kl 
wrapping yarn twice around 
needle for each st) 4 times, 
rep from * to last 5 sts, K2, 
PI. K2. 

Row 9: * P2, Kl, P2, K4 
(dropping extra loop for each 
st off needle), rep from * to 
last 5 sts. P2. Kl. P2. 

Rep last 2 rows once. 

Row 12: * K2. PI, K2. P4tog, 
rep from * to last 5 sts, K2, 
PI, K2. 41 sts. 

Rep rows 1 to 6 inci once 
18 rows border patt in all. 

Beg Main Patt 

Row 1: P2, * Kl, P2, rep from 

* to end. 

Row 2: K2,* PI, K2, repfrom 

* to end. 

Last 2 rows form main patt. 
Cont in main patt until Scarf 
measures 173cm from beg, 
ending with a 2nd row. 

Beg Border Patt 

Work 18 rows of border patt 
(as before). 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. Weave in ends.

FRONT 

Using 4.00mm needles, cast 
on 86(92, 102, 110)sts. Work 
3cm st st, ending on a WS 
row. 

Change to 5.00mm needles. 
Cont working in st st until 
bodice length (inci band) 
measures 34cm, ending on a 
WS row. 

Shape armholes 

RS - Cast off 3 sts at beg 
next 2 rows. 

Next Row: RS dec - K2, 
k3tog, k to last 5 sts, k3tog 
tbi, k2. This row sets patt for 
decreasing. Cont working in 
st st, dec 2 sts at each end of 
foil 4th rows, 3 times. 

Work 11 rows. 

Next Row: RS - K3tog, 
work to last 3 sts, k3tog tbI 
(60(66, 76, 84)sts, 27 shaping 
rows). 

Cont working straight until 
bodice length (incI band) 
measures 46.5(46.5, 48.5,

Cont working straight until 
length (inci band) measures 
44(44, 46, 46)cm, ending on 
a WS row. 

Shape top 

Cast off 3 sts at beg next 2 
rows. 54(54, 58, 58)sts. 

Next Row: RS dec - K2, 
k3tog, k to last 5 sts, kStog 
tbi, k2. Dec as set in last row. 
Dec 2 sts each end every 4th 



row, 6 times. Work 1 row. 

Next Row: RS dec - K2, 
k3tog, k to last 5 sts, k3tog 
tbi, k2. Work 1 row. Rep 
last 2 rows once more. 
18(18,22, 22)sts. 

Cast off 4 sts at beg next 2 
rows. Cast off rem 10(10, 14, 
14)sts. 

MAKING UP 

Press all pieces gently, 
except ribs, on WS using 
a warm iron over a damp 
cloth. Using backstitch join 
shoulder seams. Centre 
sleeves and join, join side 
and sleeve seams using edge 
to edge st on ribs. 

COLLAR 

Using 4.00mm circular 
needle, with RS facing, pick 
up and knit 16 sts down left 
front, 34(34, 36, 36)sts from 
holder at centre front, 16 sts 
up right front, 6 sts down 
back shaping, 34(34, 36, 36) 
sts from holder at back neck 
and 6 sts up rem back neck 
shaping. 112(112, 116, 116)sts. 
Work in rounds of st st until 
collar measures 6cm. Cast 
off. Press seams.

A quick knit in very lightweight Silk Georgette 



STITCH GUIDE 

The Ripple Cardigan is worked 
on large (6.00mm) needles 
and is quick to knit and very 
lightweight, with only four 
or five balls of yarn. The 
garment is knitted from the 
bottom up and worked onto 
a yoke at the top. The model 
pictured is size A (size 8) 
and wears a size A garment. 
The garment is designed 
as a stretch to fit item. The 
bodice measurement is taken 
underarm here the fabric is 
not ruffled and is approximate 
since the ruffling effect 
distorts the measurements. 

STOCKING STITCH 
(ROWS) 

Row 1: RS - Knit to end of row. 
Row 2: WS - Purl to end of 
row. 

Repeat these two rows. 

BACK, LEFT & RIGHT 
BODICE 

Using 6.00 mm circular 
needle, cast on 189(209, 

235, 255) sts. 

Row 1: WS - *P1, Kl, rep from 



* twice, p to last 6 sts, *K1, 
PI, rep from * twice. 

Row 2: RS - *K1, PI, rep from 

* twice, k to last 6 sts, *P1, 

Kl, rep from * twice. 

Work straight as set until 
length (from beg) measures 
10.5(10.5, 11.5, 11.5) cm, 
ending on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS Dec - 70(78, 
88,96) sts as foil: *K1, PI, 
rep from * twice, K2, *K2tog, 
K2tog, Kl, rep from * to 
last 6(6, 7, 7) sts, KO (KO, 

Kl, Kl), *P1, Kl, rep from * 
twice. 119(131, 147, 159) sts. 
Work as set 11 rows straight, 
ending on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS Inc -70(78, 88, 
96) sts as foil: 

*K1, PI, rep from * twice, K2, 
*Kfb, Kfb, Kl, rep from * to 
last 6(6, 7, 7) sts, KO (KO, Kl, 
Kl), *P1, Kl, rep from * twice. 
189(209, 235, 255) sts. 

Work 17 rows straight as set, 
ending on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS Dec - 70(78, 

88, 96) sts as foil: 

* Kl, PI, rep from * twice, K2, 
*K2tog, K2tog, Kl, rep from * 
to last 6(6, 7, 7) sts, KO (KO, 



Kl, Kl), *P1, Kl, rep from * 
twice. 119(131, 147,159) sts]. 
Work straight 3(3, 1, 1) rows, 
as set, ending on a WS row. 

Underarm Shaping 

Work 26(29, 33, 36) sts, cast 
off 10, K47 (53, 61, 67) sts, 
cast off 10, work 26(29, 33, 
36) sts. 

Left Front Raglan Shaping 

Work 1 row. Dec 1 st at beg 
of next and foil alt rows until 
24(27,30, 33) sts rem. Work 
1 more row. 

Leave rem sts on circular 
needle for Yoke. 

Back Raglan Shaping 

With WS facing join in yarn at 
first stitch. Purl 1 row, 47(53, 
61, 67) sts. Dec 1 st at each 
end of the next and foil alt 
rows until 43(49, 55, 61) sts 
rem. Purl 1 row. Leave rem sts 
on circular needle for Yoke. 

Right Front Raglan Shaping 

With WS facing join in yarn 
at first stitch. Work 1 row, 
26(29, 33, 36) sts. Dec 1 st at 
end of next and foil alt rows 
until 24(27, 30, 33) sts rem. 
Work 1 row. Leave rem sts on 
a circular needle for Yoke. 

SLEEVES 

Using 6.00mm needles, cast 
on 30(32, 34, 36) sts. 

Row 1: WS - *P1, Kl, rep from 
* to end.

Work 17 rows straight, ending 
on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS - Dec 28(30, 
32, 34) sts as foil: *K2tog, 
K2tog, Kl, rep from * to last 
0(2, 0, 2) sts, cont for size 
B and D only: K2tog, K2tog. 
42(44, 48, 50) sts. 

Cont straight for 3(3, 1, 1) more 
rows, ending on a WS row. 

Beg Raglan Shaping 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 2 
rows. 32(34, 38, 40) sts. Dec 

1 st at each end of the next 
and foil alt rows until 28(30, 
32, 34) sts rem. Purl 1 row. 
Leave rem sts on a stitch 
holder for Yoke. 

MAKING UP 

Using edge to edge st, join 
sleeve seams. 

YOKE 

Working with RS facing and 
using 6.00mm circular needle, 
knit across sts of right front, 
right sleeve on stitch holder, 
back, left sleeve on stitch 
holder and left front. 147(163, 
179, 195) sts. 

Work next row. 

Next Row: RS - Inc 90(100, 
no, 122) sts as foil: *K1, PI, 
rep from * 2 times more, KO 
(Kl, K2, KO) *Kfb, Kfb, Kl, 
rep from * to last 9 sts, Kfb, 
Kfb, Kl, *P1, Kl, rep from * 

2 times more. 237(263, 289, 
317) sts. 



Work sts as set for 7 rows, 
ending on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS - Dec 27(30, 
33,37) sts as foil: *K1, PI, 
rep from * twice, K7 (K9, KIO, 
K7), K2tog, *K6, K2tog, rep 
from * to last 14(14, 15, 14) 
sts, K8 (K8, K9, K8), *P1, Kl, 
rep from * twice. 210(233, 
256, 280). 

Work 7 rows straight, ending 
on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS - Dec 79(88, 
96, 106) sts as foil: *K1, PI, 
rep from * twice, KO (Kl, 

K2, K2), K2tog, K2tog, *K1, 
K2tog, K2tog, rep from * to 
last 10(7, 9, 8) sts, 

Cont for size A only: Kl, 
K2tog, Kl, *P1, Kl, rep from 
* twice. 

Cont for size B only: Kl, *P1, 
Kl, rep from * twice. 

Cont for size C only: K3, *P1, 
Kl, rep from * twice. 

Cont for size D only: K2, *P1, 
Kl, rep from * twice. 131(145, 
160, 174) sts. 

Work sts as set for 3(3, 3, 5) 
rows, ending on a WS row. 
Next Row: RS - Dec 24(27, 

29, 33) sts as foil: *K1, PI, 
rep from * twice, Kl (KO, K3, 
KO), K2tog, *K3, K2tog, rep 
from * to last 7(7, 9, 6) sts, 

Kl (Kl, K3, KO), *P1, Kl, rep 
from * twice. 107(118, 131, 
141) sts. 

Work sts as set for 1(3, 3, 3) 
rows, dec 1 st for size B on 
1st row. Change to smaller 
circular needle. 

Next Row: RS - *K1, PI, rep 
from * to last st, Kl. Work 
rib as set for 3 more rows, 
ending on a WS row. 

Cast off in rib. 

Join underarm seams.

NOTE: Hat is worked in rows: 
begin each row with 3ch and 
end each row with a slip st in 
beg ch3, then turn to begin 
new row. 

Before beginning cut 9m of 
yarn for pom-pom, then work 
hat until yarn is almost finished. 

PATTERN 

Wrap the yarn around your 
fingers 2 times to make a 
magic ring and work 12 treble 
(tr) into the ring. Pull ring 
tight to close.

Make a pom-pom with a 6cm 
diameter circle if desired. 



Sew a pom-pom to top 
of hat.

Continue in rib pattern until 
work measures 145cm from 
the beginning (or length 
desired). 

Cast off loosely in rib 
pattern. 

MAKING UP 

Weave in ends. 

Steam press lightly.

Colour Repeat sequence 
Row 1 Col A 
Row 2 Col B 
Row 3 Col C 

Repeat these three colours 
throughout. 

PATTERN NOTES 

The diagonal line on each 
square is called a miter. 

This is created by decreasing 
one stitch in the centre 
of each row. A marker is 
placed after each decrease 
to eliminate the need to 
keep count. The number of 
stitches either side of the 
marker are even in every 
alternate row and uneven 
in every other row. This is 
correct and results in a neat 
diagonal centred miter. After 
knitting the first square, each 
subsequent square is started 
by picking up stitches along 
the edge of the previous 
square until a column of 
squares is formed. This is 
repeated until there are five 
columns which are then 
sewn together to form the 
blanket. 

CONTRAST YARNS 

Once three shades have 
been introduced, these 
strands may be picked up 
to continue knitting with 
in subsequent rows, rather 



than joining a new strand 
with each colour change. 

The pattern is designed so 
that the required colour 
is always available at the 
beginning edge. Using 
existing strands avoids 
having many ends to darn in 
on project completion. 

WORKING PATTERN 
BLANKET 

Make first square using 
Colour key A throughout. 
Cast on 70 

Row 1: K34, k2tog, place 
marker, k to end. 

Row 2: K to marker, remove 
marker, k2tog, place marker, 
k to end 

Row 3: As row 2 
Row 4: Kl, *yf, kl, rep from 
* to marker, remove marker, 
yfrn, k2tog, place marker, 
cont in patt to last kl. 

Row 5: Knit across row, 
dropping yf stitches off 
needle as you go, work to 
marker, remove marker, 
keeping patt correct, k2tog, 
place marker, cont in patt to 
last kl. 

Row 6: As row 2 
Row 7: As row 2 Cont on 
rows 4 to 7 until 3 stitches 
remain (67 rows). 

Row 68: Knit 3 tog, 1 st 
remains. At this point the 
first square should measure, 
21.8 cm wide and 21.25 long. 



Make second square using 
colour key B throughout, and 
using the one remaining st 
from the first square as the 
first stitch for the second 
square. Keeping cast on 
tail at bottom right hand 
corner, pick up and knit 34 
sts evenly along top edge of 
work (35sts in all). Turn work 
and cast on a further 35sts 
(70 sts in all). 

Repeat Rows 1 to 68. 
Continue in this way, 
alternating colour sequences 
until 6 squares together form 
the first strip of the blanket. 



Cast off last stitch. 

The first strip should 
measure 21.8cm wide and 
27.5cm long. 

Make a further 4 strips

BEGINNER'S TOOL KIT 



PINS 




Plastic-head 
pins are useful 
for checking 
tension and

ROW COUNTER 

A row counter is helpful 
for keeping track of rows 
worked, particularly where 
increases, decreases or 
other kinds of patterning 
occur. 





KNITTING IN ELASTIC 

Elastic yarn prevents sagging in 
cuffs, collars and waists. You can 
work it in with knitting yarn on 
knitted or crocheted garments. 




KNITTING NEEDLES 

Knitting needles are made from plastic, 
aluminium or wood and come in varying 
lengths and widths. Straight needles 
come in pairs and doublepointed 
needles come in sets of four. 



KNITTING BAG 

A knitting bag is essential for those who like 
to knit ‘on the go'. Not only is it a practical 
way to keep all your knitting paraphenalia 
together, it also helps keep the yarn clean 
and tangle-free. 





CIRCULAR KNITTING NEEDLES 

Circular needles have two working ends joined 
by a thin nylon wire. They are more balanced 
than straight needles and allow the weight of 
your work to rest in your lap. 



TAPE MEASURE 

A basic tape measure is essential for checking your 
garment measurements. 



KNITTER’S NEEDLES 

Knitter’s needles need to have a large eye and 
a blunt point so they do not split stitches when 
sewing up your knitting. 




STITCH GAUGE 

A stitch gauge is a flat piece of metal or plastic with cut out in the centre. It allows you to mark and 

a ruler marked on one side and/or a window measure easily and accurately. 





STITCH HOLDER 

A stitch holder is used to secure stitches not in 
use. You can also use safety pins for holding a 
small number of stitches.

CASTING ON 

Casting on is creating a row of loops on a knitting 
needle to form the base row for your knitting. One of 
the most popular methods of casting on is the cable 
cast on. Form a slipknot about 25cm away from the 
end of the yarn. 

Place the slipknot on a knitting needle and pull gently 
to secure. Hold this needle in your left hand. Insert 
the right-hand needle through the slip knot. Pass 
the yarn over the point of the right-hand needle 
(see Diagram 1). 



Pull a loop through the slip knot with the right-hand 
needle (see Diagram 2). Place this loop on the left- 
hand needle and gently pull the yarn to secure the 
stitch. For the remaining cast-on stitches, insert the 
right-hand needle between the slip knot and the first 
stitch on the left-hand needle.

KNITWISE 

Knit two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch on 
the right-hand needle over the second, 
and drop if off the needle.

again, and repeat. Continue in this manner 
until all the stitches have been worked off the left-hand needle and only 
one stitch remains on the right-hand needle. Cut the yarn, leaving a tail 
and thread the yarn through the loop and pull it firmly to fasten off. 



PURLWISE 

Purl two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch 
on the right-hand needle over the 
second, and drop it off the needle. 

Purl the next stitch on the left-hand 
needle so that there are two stitches 
on the right-hand needle again, and 
repeat. Continue in this manner until all the stitches have been worked 
off the left-hand needle and only one stitch remains on the right-hand 
needle. Secure this last stitch as described in casting off knitwise.

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SUBSTITUTING YARNS 

If you substitute or spin a yarn for a 
project, you can compare the weight 
of the yarn to the project yarn by 
comparing wraps per inch. Wrap your 
yarn around a ruler for one inch and 
count the number of wraps. If you 
have more wraps per inch than the 
project yarn, your yarn is too thin; if 
you have fewer wraps per inch than 
the project yarn, your yarn is too 
thick. 




KNITTING TENSION 



Checking your knitting tension, that 
is. the tightness or looseness of your 
knitting, is important. To check your 
tension, cast on 30 stitches using 
the recommended needle size. 

Work in the pattern until your work 
measures 10cm from the cast on 
edge then cast off. You now have a 
“swatch”. Measure your tension by 
placing a ruler over your swatch and 
counting the number of stitches 



across and rows down (including 
fractions of stitches and rows) in 
10cm. Repeat these measurements 
two to three times on a different 
parts of the swatch to check your 
measurements. If you have more 
stitches and rows than called for 
in the instructions, you should use 
larger needles: if you have fewer, use 
smaller needles. Check your tension 
again before starting your project. 



PROVISIONAL CAST ON (INVISIBLE CAST ON) 



Place a loose slipknot on the needle 
in your right hand. Hold the waste 
yarn next to the slipknot and around 
your left thumb. Hold your working 
yarn over your left index finger. 

*Bring the needle forward under the 
waste yarn, over the working yarn, 
grab a loop of working yarn (Diagram 



1), then bring the needle to the front, 
over both yarns, and grab a second 
loop (Diagram 2). Repeat from * 
until you have the desired number 
of stitches on your needle. When 
you’re ready to work in the opposite 
direction, pick out the waste yarn to 
expose the live stitches.

BACKSTITCH 

This is the stitch most commonly used for joining knitted garments. With 
the right sides of your work together, pin the knitted fabric together with 
the edges even. The seam should be sewn one full stitch from the end 
of the row. One stitch should be worked over every row. Thread the yarn 
needle. Insert the needle through both layers and sew two stitches to the 
left then one stitch back to the right. Keep stitches at an even distance. 
Continue working from right to left in this circular motion. (Diagram 1) 



TASSELS 

Cut yarn twice the length of your desired tassel plus a bit extra for the knot. 
According to the desired thickness of the tassel, select a number of lengths 
of yarn. Fold the lengths of yarn in half over a crochet hook. On the wrong 
side, insert the crochet hook from the front to the back through the edge of 
the work. Grab the yarn and pull through and tighten. Trim the ends to the 
same length. 



KNOTTED FRINGE 



After working a tassel, take one half 
of the strands from each tassel and 
knot them with half the strands 
from the neighbouring tassel. Trim.

To 
pick up knit stitches, insert the crochet hook into the dropped stitch, draw 
through the bar lying above the dropped stitch and pull it through the loop 
of the dropped stitch.
